The total cost to Detroit of operating and maintenance for these eleven years I 


was $1,308,358, as it was figured by the City Government,

But operating expenses thus figured prove delusive Avhen put under the micro- I 


scope of expxert accountants.

The accountants for the National 'Civic Federation found that the following-! 


IMPORTANT items were NOT INCLUDED in the financial returns of Detroit's I 
Lighting Commission and charged to operating expenses: 
-I 


TAXES, INSURANCE, RENTAL, INTEREST 
on bonds, SINKING I 


. FUND, and charges for the SERVICES rendered by CITY OFFICIALS

other than those directly employed in.the lighting department.

.Furthermore Detroit's Commission had estimated depreciation at ONLY 31 


PER CENT, a-fraction of what it should have been. 
I 


In 1905 the cost of operation, according to the Detroit 'Commission's report, I 


was $121,380. To this the accountants added taxes lost to the city, .but which a I 
private company would pay, of $8,705, or $2.51 per arc light; also depreciation of I 
$42,818, or $12.39 per arc light, raising the total cost for operation for 1905 from I 
$121,380 to $172,904. 


The above, with interest on the entire investment at 4 per cent, makes a total I 


cost per arc light $62.83 per annum. 
I 


The Lighting Commission of Syracuse which investigated the Detroit plant in 


1907, and also found occasion to readjust the figures, in the depreciation account, 
found a gross cost per lamp per year of $62.06.without including certain items of 
expense of which it says: 


"With a reasonable charge for legal sendees, rebates which might be obtained 


from a contracting corporation for interruption of sendee, overhead expense and 
various other items which, in ah ordinary commercial enterprise would be charged j 
against the business, the gross cost per arc lamp per year would be CONSIDER- 
ABLY HIGHER than this amount." .

So the slightly higher figure of the National Civic Federation report of $62.83 


per lamp is doubtless none too high. 


Considering the fact that Detroit has EIGHT TO NINE TIMES as many arc 


lamps as Fort AVayne to divide the total expense of street lighting, is it probable 
that Municipal Ownership will reduce the cost of street lighting to Fort Wayne to 
ANYTHING LIKE the $64.82 which was paid to a Company in 1907? 


Really, fellow taxpayers, is not this game a dangerous one, with its butting-in 


upon well-established business to no profitable purpose; benefiting at most a few, 
temporarily, at the expense of taxes paid by all; with no lasting results beneficial 
to anyone?

Finding an apparent discrep- 
ancy and being unwilling to assume

Baddeck, N. S., JIarch 9.—J. A. D. 


McCurdy, in his aerodrome, the Silver 
Dart, made 
five successful flights 


over the ice on the Brasdor lakes yes- 
terday, remaining in the air in one 
flight eleven minutes and fifteen sec- 
onds and going eight miles. 


The longest flight was made on the 


fifth attempt. 
The first four were 


more for practice than for any other 
purposes, Mr. McCurdy wanting to 
make sure of the working condition of 
his machine before attempting the 
longer flight. Ho wished particularly 
to practice landing on the ice in 
safety. 


Practically the tntire population of 


the town was out to watch the final 
flight, the buzzing of the machine as it 
flew about on the first four trials hav- 
ing warned them that there was an un- 
usual test being made. 


Fifth Flight Made Easily. 


On the firth flight the machine ran 


for seventy yards along the ice, then 
rose rapidly into the air, leaving the 
runners on which it had glided. After 
reaching an elevation of twenty feet, 
the aerodrome straightened out for its 
second flight. 


Keeping along the shore, it flew 


partly over the town of Baddeck, and 
for a distance of two and one half 
miles beyond; then, making a circular 
turn, it came back 
over the same 


course and McCurdy made a beautiful 
landing within twenty yards from the 
aerodrome shed. 


Mr. McCurdy was modest in refer- 


ring to his feat after it had been end- 
ed. He gave the greatest of praise 
to the AVright brothers, of Dayton, 
who now are making flights in Eu- 
rope. Ho said: 


"The Wright brothers have my 


greatest respect in remaining in the 
air for two hours and twenty-two min- 
utes."

Will Raise Revenue While 


Lowering tiie Duty on 


Many Things. 


"Washington, March 9.—Portions of 


the. new tariff bill were sent to the 
government printing office last night, 
and it is expected that the cutire 
measure will be in type by Wednesday. 
While nothing was oflloially given out 
aa to the recommendations of 
the 


framers, Washington heard many of 
the changes they are said to have 
asked. 


President Taft is seeking to have a 


copy of the bill delivered to the sen- 
ate committee on finance before the 
special session begins in order that 
the members may begin work on It at 
once, believing that much time will 
be saved. 


He conferred with Secretary Mac- 


Ye.agh, Speaker Cannon and Senator 
Aldrlch on the tariff changes yester- 
day. 


In the talk about the new schedules 


It is reported, among other things, 
that despite the great cuts to be made 
on. certain classes of goods the flew 
measure will provide additional reve- 
nue of at least $350,000,000 annually. 
Fifty millions of this increase, it Is 
said, will come from the advance on 
coffee, on which a duty of 4 cents will 
be levied. This is a compromise with 
the Porto Kicans, who asked a 6 cent 
levy. 


Act of 1893 to Be Revived? 


Another radical change said to have 


been asked by the framers of the rev- 
enue will be a return to the war reve- 
nue act of 1898, placing a tax on tele- 
grams, bank checks, playing cards, 
and all stocks bought and cold. That 
feature of the war. revenue act is in- 
corporated in the measure as drafted. 


It Is rumored around the 
capitol 


that duties on steel rails, tools and 
similar products have been submitted 
to a substanital reduction. 


It also has been learned on good au- 


thority that the committee has recom- 
mended that hides be placed on the 
free list and that there is to be a great 
reduction in the duties on shoes. There 
will be a hard fight over this section 
when the bill comes up for passage. 
The effort to obtain free hides is being 
made by the New England shoe and 
leather manufacturers, and is strongly 
opposed by the cattle men of the west. 
An impression prevails that the plan 
Is to have the hide and leather sched- 
ule fixed in conference after the ques- 
tions have been thoroughly thrashed 
out on the floor of .the house and sen- 
ate. 


Lumber Duly Cut One-Half. 


A cut of onerhalf in the duties on 


lumber and manufactures of lumber 
is understood to' be another one of the 
changes provided. During the hear- 
ings of the lumber schedule it was 
said the forests of the country could 
only be conserved by admitting for- 
eign lumber free of duty. 


It is understood that Gifford Pinchot, 


chief forester, is preparing figures for 
the committee in a further effort to 
have' lumber placed on the free- list. 
Champ Clark declared at the hearings 
that the 'profits of the lumber interests 
were unduly large.

New York, March 9.—Mourned al- 


most as one dead by his young wife, 
who has scarcely tasted rood since his 
arrest, and who in her destitution and 
despair constantly threatens to end 
her troubles by taking her life, Joseph 
Scharf is serving his first, days o£ Im- 
prisonment in the great, gray prison 
at Sing Sing and bitterly lamenting 
his disregard of the order of Judge 
Malone, of the court or general ses- 
sions, commanding him to report reg- 
ularly to a probation officer. It was 


this disregard that led the court to 
send lor him the other day and con- j 
demn the young Austrian 
to 
four 


years of prison life. 


About a year and a half ago Scharf 


was arrested on a charge of having 
abducted a pretty girl named Elsie 
Frankel, an Austrian like 
himself. 


When he was arraigned in court he 
pleaded guilty, but declared he loved 
the girl and that she loved him and 
that he wanted to marry her. Judge 
Malone therefore suspended sentence 
on the young man, the only condition 


imposed by the court being that the 
husband should report at stated times 
to Mrs. Walker, Judge Malone's pro- 
bation ofllcer.
